The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

The prior art does not disclose a ball launching device 
including a housing containing a ball propulsion mechanism, 
which propels a ball along a fixed axis; the housing having 
a first base portion, and a second base portion which is 
inclined relative to the first base portion; the housing 
capable of being supported on a ground surface on either the 
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first base portion or second base portion, thereby allowing 
a user to select a position of the fixed axis to adjust the 
trajectory of a propelled ball.
